Washington, June 30.—^Private 
advices 
reaching 
Washington 
from a reliable source in Mexico 
City, said General Carranza and 
his advisors had determined to 
Btand by orders to General Tre- 
vino to attack American troops in 
Mexico moving in any direction 
except toward the border, and 
that no way was seen to avoid a 
break with the United States. 


The Mexican cabinet, it was 
Baid, was urging even a more de- 
fiant attitude and wanted to in- 
clude in the reply to the American 
request for a statement of inten- 
tions, a nw demand for immediate 
ïdthdrawal of all United States 
troops now on Mexican soil. 


The advices did not indicate when the 
»«sponse from Carranza might be, expect- 
ed. The last word on the subject to the 
>tate department 
came in a 
message 
from Special Agent Rodgers, who said 
he expected the note to be handed him 
Wednesday night. 


Had Not Reached Him. 


When President Wilson met with his 
cabinet today just 
before leaving for . 
leaving for New Yorlc to deliver an ad- 
dress, the unfavorable 
private reports 
had not reached him 
and there were 
practically no new developments in the 
Mexican crisis to be considered. 
Mili- 
tary preparations are being rushed 
to 
completition, however, but diplomatically 
there is nothing to be done until Car- 
ranza's reply is received or it becomes 
apparent that he will rf)t respond with- 
in a reasonable time. 


Is Growing Impatient. 


Elizo Arredondo, the Mexican ambassa- 
dor 
designate, 
called on Mr. Lansing 
early in the day to communicate formal- 
ly the information that his government 
has ordered the release of the American 
troopers captured at Carrizal. 


A brief talk followed, during which Mr. 
Lansing took occasion to make it plain 
t h a t thé Washington 
government ex- 
pected an early reply to its note for- 
warded to Mexico City last Sunday. 
The 
ambassador was impressed with the fact 
t h a t the state department was growing 
impatient at the delay. 
• 
All members of the cabinet agreed af- 
ter the meeting that both the situation 
and the policy of the United States were 
unchanged as a result of recent develop- 
ments. 


Diplomatic Crisis Still Acute. 


The release of the captured troopers 
has delayed military action but 
has 
not relieved 
the 
critical 
diplomatic 
situation now existing. 
Several 
re- 
ports of Special Agent Rodgers, refer- 
ring to refugees or routine matters did 
not mention the Mexican note. 
He 
has had no light to shed on the prob- 
able course General Carranza would 
také. 


Should the Mexican reply follow the 
line indicated and be in defiance of 
the United States, however, its mean- 
ing might be wrapped about with dip- 
lomatic matters. 
There is no Indica- 
catlon that th administration 
would 
waver In Its determination 
to 
con- 
tinue policing the border by military 
operations. 
President Wilson proba- 


bly would arrange to lay the whole 
matter before congress immediately. 


Satisfied With 
Progress. 


War department 
officials appeared 
satisfied with the progress with the 
the national 
guard 
mobilization 
on 
the border. 
Sufficient troops to meet 
any 
immediate development are 
ex- 
pected to be available along the line 
within a few hours. 


In this connection it was learned to- 
day that war department legal experts 
construe 
the resolution 
adopted 
by 
congress ajid sent to the white house 
yesterday 
as 
granting authority 
to 
draft every enrolled member of 
the 
national guard Into the federal 
ser- 
vice whenever the president shall de- 
cide the step is necessary. 
The draft 
would 
apply, 
they 
believe, 
to 
all 
guardsmen whether they take a new 
oath or not. 
Under this construction 
the whole enrolled strength of the state 
troops, now upwards of 130,000 men, 
could be called Into the federal service 
without delay and be used either on 
the border or In Mexico. 


Not Debated in Congress. 


The aspect of the resolution was not 
debated in congress, but many mem- 
bers believe the 
draft authorization 
aJppIies only to such members of the 
guard as take the dual enlistment oath 
provided in the now army organization 
bill effective tomarrow. 
As practically 
every guardsman who has to serve on 
the border is willing to take the new 
oath has done so, the question largely 
is academic. 


The Mexican crisia nas served as a 
stimulus to regular army recruiting as 
well as that for the national 
guard. 
More than 1,100 men were accepted 
during the last week, and being « new 
record for the recruiting service now 
operating at full capacity under the 
authority 
granted

bring the regulars up to war strength. 


U itli the iruopi rs caplured at ( ari i- 
zal back on American soil, apparently 
there was no intention on the part of 
the Washington government to force an 
immediate issue on its demand for as- 
surances that there will be no repetition 
of the attack on Gen. Pershing's forces. 


Welcomes Slight Delay. 


No time limit was set in 
President 
Wilson's note making the demand, and 
there are indications that the admim.^- 
tration would welcome further delay of 
a few days. 
This would perrnit not only 
concentration of a stronger force to meet 
the needs of actual hostilities, if they 
should come, but also gathering of sup- 
plies, mobilization of transport facilities 
and strengthening of aerial forces. Army 
officers believe the advantage of delay 
to Americans greatly overbalances 
the 
similar benefit to Mexicans. 


For this reason less impatience than 
might other-svise have been evident was 
expressed in ofTicial circles today over 
the delay of Carranza's note. 


No word of when 
Carranza's

TO RETURN BODIES 


OF CARRIZAL DEAD 
Watennelon Feast Awaited 
Colored Troopers at 
Fort Bliss. 


El 
Paso, Texas, June 
30.—Tension, 
"wMch had prevailed on the border since 
the Carrizal encounter, relaxed possibly 
today as a result of a safe return to 
American 
soil 
of 
the 
twenty-three 
troopers of the Tenth cavalry and the 
American scout taken prisoner in the 


itorie» told by the soldiers that they 
had suffered no ill treatment at 
the 
hands of the troops of the defacto Mex- 
ican government and that every effort 
h«d been made to control violence man- 
ifested by inflamed civil population at 
Villa 
Ahumada 
and Chihuahua 
City, 
•where the prisoners were stoned and 
jeered, had marked eflfect here. 


In official circles in Juarez, the Mex- 
ican city across the Rio Grande, news 
dispatches that the return of negro sol- 
diers had averted the possibility of im- 
mediate retaliatory steps by the United 
States were received with obvious sat- 
isfaction. 
Andres Garcia, Mexican con- 
sul at El Paso, expressed the belief that 
the first step looking toward a peaceful 
solution of the bor.der problem had been 
taken and that 
others 
would 
follow 
shortly. 


Will Return Bodies of Dead. 


At the request of Gen. George Bell, 
jr., commanding the El Paso military 
district, Mr. Garcia today made prelim- 
inary arrangements for the return, at 
the expense of the American g-overn- 
ment, to the United States of the bodies 
of American soldiers killed at Carrizal. 
No accurate figures on the dead are 
available, but the missing number is 
fifteen, and it is believed all were killed. 


At the Fort Bliss hospital, where the 
twonty-three troopers who were brought 
from Chihuahua are being held, it was 
stated that it probably will be several 
days before it can be determined wheth- 
er the soldiers contracted any of the 
diseases prevalent in some districts in 
northern Mexico, and before they can be 
returned to their troops. 


Capt. Morey Visits Troopers. 


When Captain Lewis S. Morey, of the 
Tenth cavalry, visited his troopers in 
the Fort Bliss barracks last night, they 
hailed him as one returned from the 
dead, having believed he could not sur- 
vive the wounds which he sustained at 
Carrizal. 
Captain Morey chatted with 
the negro cavalrymen for half an hour. 


Twenty-three 
watermelons, 
the gift 
of a local commission merchant, were 
awaiting the twenty-three negro troop- 
ers when they arrived at Fort Bliss. 


"Oh boy, you don't know how good 
this tastes after those Mexican frijoles," 
one of the twenty-three exclaimed as he 
sank his teeth into a piece of melon. 


General Francisco Gonzales, command- 
ing the Juarez garrison, said he expect- 
ed to receive 
the 
arms, 
horses and 
equipment of the negro troopers from 
Chihuahua todav 
and that he 
would 


turn them over immedUtely to Creneral 
Bell.

Eeports from points west along the 
border reaching El Paso today indicated 
a considerable anti-Mexican feeling as a

But Eight Cases of Typhoid 
in Army Last Year, 
Report Shows. 


Washington, 
June 
30.—Confidence In 
their ability to maintain 
the 
national 
guardsmen 
called 
into service on 
the 
Mexican border in good general health 
and especially to protect them absolutely 
from typhoid fever, the dread of all sol- 
diers, is expressed by the army medical 
officers. This belief is based on the re- 
markable results obtained in the case of 
regular troops. 


Surgeon General Gorges has compiled 
statistics for the past year showing that 
in the entire United States army there 
were but eight cases of typhoid, a condi- 
tion the more unusual from the fact that 
the soldiers were scattered around 
the 
world—In Alaska, along the gulf coast, 
in Panama, In the Philippines, in Hawaii 
and even in China—under all sorts of 
varying conditions of climate and habita- 
tion. 


This result has attracted the attention 
of Sir William Osier. W o has written to 
the surgeon general congratulating him 
upon what appeared to be an almost im- 
possible task—the practical 
extermina- 
tion of typhoid fever as a soldiers' dis- 
ease. 
Not only the typhoid prophylaxis, 
but the thorough training of the medical 
officers in sanitation and hygiene, backed 
by sufficient military authority to insure 
the execution of their orders, is held to 
be responsible for this splendid showing. 
And the army surgeons deelare they are 
confident of their ability to extend the 
same degree of protection to the national 
guardsmen and to any federal volunteers 
that may be called out.

WOMEN OF HOLlilllD 
»MOBHIZE 


Will Keep Essential Civil 
Life of Nation Going 
if War Comes. 


The Hague, Netherlands, June 
15.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press).—The women of Holland are to 
be prepared for instant mobilization in 
case of war to keep the essential civil 
life of the nation going, as well as per- 
form such service behind the lines as 
that of the Red Cross. 


Under the scheme now drawn up, the 
National Women's Council of the Neth- 
erlands 
is 
arranging 
for 
inscription 
offices to be o p e n ^ all over the coun- 
try, where all the available female labor 
forces can be registered and classified on 
the card system. 
It is to be left to each 
woman 
volunteer to say whether 
she 
would desire a salary or not, and wheth- 
er she has any objection to transferment 
from one place to another, while she is 
entirely free in her choice of the nature 
of the work. 
As, however, there 1« like- 
ly to be a superabundance of offers for 
certain kinds of labor, the volunteer can 
register a second and even a third selec- 
tion. 
No wage paid is to be lees than 
that earned by the men replaced; on the 
other hand, the womaa so employed may 
in no case claim the place when 
the 
emergency is past. 


The plan has the entire approval of 
ministers 
and 
the 
commander-in-chief 
of land and sea forces, andthe poatofUce, 
railwav and other authorities have prom- 
ised their 
co-operation 
in fixing 
the 
amount and kinds of labor that would 
bo needed in the event of mobilization. 
The preparatory work of the women's 
regimentation 
is already- in full swing in 
various ienters of the country.

Four American States Lie 
Opposite Six Mexican 
Divisions. 


Washington, 
D. C., June 
30.—Many 
interesting facts about the border states 
of the United States and Mexico have 
been compiled and issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society today as a war 
geography bulletin on that section of 
'^lie continent 
to 
which 
our national 
guard has been ordere(^ 
The bulletin 
gives the 
following 
comparative sta- 
tistics: 


"While the whole of America is vital- 
ly concerned in the present Mexican sit- 
uation, the great human drama is being 
enacted along the 1,810 mile boundary 
line which separates the four American 
border states of California, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas, and the five border 
states and one 
territory 
of Mexico- 
Lower 
California, Sonora, 
Chihuahua, 
Coahuila, Nuevo Leon and Taraaulipa». 
Tl.-e area of the American border states 
is a little more than one-sixth the total 
area of 
the United 
States, 
including 
Alaska, while the area of the Mexican 
border states is more than three-sev- 
enths the total area of that republic, 
yet the territory embraced in the bounds 
of the American states is almost twice 
345 extensive as that of the six political 
divisions d the smaller country. 


"The population of the six Mexican 
states is 1,700,000, compared with 6,- 
800,000 on the American side, the for- 
mer constituting about one-ninth 
the 
total population of Mexico, while the 
American states have only about-one- 
fourteenth of the total population of the 
northern republic. 


"It is an 
odd 
coincidence that the 
four American states on the border arc, 
with the exception of Montana and the 
territory of Alaska, the 
four largest 
political divisions in. the union, while 
three Mexican border 
states—Chihua- 
hua, Coahuila and Sonora—and the ter- 
ritory of Lower California are, likewise, 
the largest divisions of that republic. 


"All of the • American 
border states 
were a past of the Mexican nation up tu 
the middle of the last century, when 
Texas seceded from the southern re- 
public and subsequently 
cast her lot 
with the United States. Other territory 
WM aciiuired in th* war of 1848, the. 


boundaries being fixed by the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, which followed, and 
by the Gadsden purchase. 


"The Rio 
Grande 
forms 
a natural 
boundary line of more than 1,100 milea, 
separating 
Texas 
from 
the 
Mexican 
states of 
Chihuahua, 
Coahuila, Nuevo 
Leon and Tamaulipas, while the arbi- 
trary boundary of nearly 700 miles, zig- 
zagging from El Paso to a point on the 
Pacific coast about ten miles south of 
San Diego, separates New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and 
California 
from Chihuahua, 
Sonora and Lower California. 


"Five great 
railway 
arteries, over 
which has (lowed the commerce of the 


two republics and which are of vital im- 
portance iu all military operations, cross 
the 
border 
at 
Brownsville, 
Laredo, 
Eagle Pass, El Paso and Nogales. 
The 
corresponding Mexican towns are Mata- 
mores, Nuevo Laredo, Ciudad 
Porfirio 
Diaz, Juarez 
and 
Nogaies, 
the last 
named being bisected by the boundary 
line. 
The main lines of four of these 
railroads run in a general north 
and 
south direction through the states of 
Sonora, Chihuahua, Coahuila and Nuevo

The Health of the Army. 


The medical department of the United States army has just 
^ r e n out a statement that is not only highly important but definitely 
Sreassuring to the friends of the men who have been called from the 
Rational guard for active service. Briefly, this statement is to the 
jeect that the the health of the men will have every possible protection 
jthat can be provided by science, forethought and money. 
The 
ptatement follows: 


"The medical department is prepared through men, material and 
¡training to play a thoroughly effective part in the prevention of 
avoidable disease and the relief of suffering. It guarantees the people 
jof the United States against any repetition of such conditions as oc- 
jcurred in the Spanish war and those who have sons, husbands and 
sweethearts in the service may feel that the latter will have every 
protection and attention that the latest progress in medical science 
provides and that funds, forethought and training has secured." 


It is still painful to recall some of the conditions that obtained 
during the Spanish-American war in 1898. The repeated and well- 
grounded complaints from many quarters that the army was unpre- 
pared to safeguard its men from disease are well remembered. 
Without adequate facilities either in men or measures to cope with 
disease, thousands of soldiers became ill of preventable ailments and 
many of them died. There was the ''embalmed beef" scandal that 
also contributed to the deplorable condition that then prevailed. 


It is gratifying to note the indication that the lesson of 1898 has 
been impressively learned and that the army medical department is 
today in position to avoid a repetition of those distressing conditions. 
ÍA.S is pointed out by the department vast strides have been made in 
the past eighteen years in controlling diseases among the troops. 
fTyphoid fever, formerly the chief enemy of the soldier's health, has 
j)een almost eliminated by the use of serums to prevent it and by a 
jeloser supervision over water supply and sanitation than was former- 
ly insisted upon. More emphasis in these later years has been placed 
topon precaution than upon treatment, and the army health records 
are being pointed to in substantiation of the claim that in this work 


United States army medical service has now set a world stand- 
ard. It Is a matter of gratification to be assured in authoritative 
fashion that in point of methods it is now the best in the world, and 
that in the matter of supplies and facilities for conserving the health 
i>f the soldiers it is the best equipped division of the army. 


Postal authorities have just made a contract under which two 
mails daily between Bluffton and Marion will be transported on cars 
of the Blu^ton and Marion Traction company for the reason that the 
iClover Leaf railroad has notified the government that it will not re- 
view its present contract. Which reminds us that there was much 
jdi^ussion and rather ambitious plans to facilitate the transportation 
jOf mails between Fort Wayne and some of its nearby neighbors by 
ineaus of the trolley line that never came into fruition. The govern- 
ment as a rule has never looked kindly on the question of mail trans- 
J)o;rtation by trolley, but the recent atti^de of the steam railroads 
toward the mail contracts—insisting that they are much underpaid 
for the work—^is likely to open the way for some short-haul experi- 
ments on the electric lines that will either demonstrate that they 
should be used in the mail service or definitely establish the fact that 
i^ch thing is not practicable. 


The house judiciary committee has decided that members of con- 
feresi who enter the army service with the national guard will lose 
their seats in the national law-making body—a decision that is like- 
ly to^ c'on^derably dampen enlistment enthusiasm in the immediate 
yicinity of the capitol. Some of *em may reason that with one^s job

CITY MANAGERS IN THE MAKING.

equipped with a definite technical and 
professional training. 
Most of 
them 
have had experience in municipal ad- 
ministration on the physical side, and 
city management is concerned largely 
with physical matters—the preservation 
and improvement of real property, mu- 
nicipal and private. 


When the call for city managers came 
the only professional group with well- 
defined experience in municipal affairs 
were the engineers. 
They were the only 
ones, therefore, whose technical knowledge 
and professional habits of mind at all 
coincided with the new view of a city 
manager's function. 


If they have been measurably suc- 
cessful in evolving a distinct and efficient 
profession, their results may be ascribed 
ill part, at least from the viewpoint of 
the technically trained man, to the fact 
that they were able to professionalize an 
entirely new 
field. 
At any rate, the 
civil engineers who became city manag- 
ers have smoothed the rough places and 
have pointed the way to a really pro- 
ductive education of a new class of mu- 
nicipal executives.

THE CULTIVATION OF MUSHROOMS COMMERCIALLY IN THE UNITED STATES 


It Has Been Said That There Is No Science in Mushroom Growings-Certain Conditions Have Been Found to Give Success, But These Conditions May Be Imitated Ever So Closely and Complete Failure Result- 
There Are Many "Systems" Advised, Each One the Result of Somebody's Success—Good Results Are Frequently Attained When All Rules Are Broken—However, Many Growers Are Making a Fine Success oi 
the Industry, Which Is Increasing Rapidly in This Country.

The successful cultivation of mush, 
reoms In America has not been io 
f«neral as In most of the European 
countries. 
It la In France and In Eng- 
land that the mushroom industry has 
b«eu best developed. 
France is, prop- 
erly speaking, the home of the pre»» 
•nt mushroom industry. 
Unusual In- 
terest has been shown In the United 
States In the growth of mushrooms 
within the past few years, and It Is to 
be hoped and expected that within the 
next ten years the Industry will <ie- 
velop to the fullest limit of the mar- 
ket 
4emands. 
The 
latter 
will, 
of 
course, be stimulated and developed 
by the increasing popular appreciation 
of this product. 
In some citjes and 
towns there is already a good market 
demand for mushrooms, while in oth- 
ers they may be sold only directly to 
special 
customers. 
This should 
be 
borne in mind by prospective growers. 


In 
the 
United 
States 
the 
term 
-"mushroom" refers commercially 
to 
but a single species (Agaricus cam-

pestrls) of the fleshy fungi, a plant 
common throughout most of the tem- 
perate regions of the world, and one 
everywhere recognized as edible. From 
the time of Pliny, and perhaps much 
earlier, this plant has been sought as 
an article of diet, and^t has been cul- 
tivated for many centuries. 
In the 
vicinity of Paris it has certainly been 
cultivated in some quantity since the 
Bixteenth century; and, in paintings of 
market scenes by old masters of the 
seventeenth 
century, 
a 
basket 
of 
mushrooms frequently finds a place In 
the composition, thus showing that at 
that time the sale of mushrooms was 
erenerally recognized In a commercial 
way. 


It is unfortunate that this commer- 
cial use of the term "mushroom" re- 
stricts it to a single species. 
The er- 
roneous statement Is frequently made, 
therefore, that there Is one mushrooni. 
and that all other fleshy fungi are 
toadstools. 
In other cases any edible 
fungus is termed a mushroom, and all 
of the species not usually eaten are 
toadstools. 
It is better to consider all 
fleshy fungi as mushrooms and to ap- 
ply special 
names 
to species 
with 
known qualities. 
It will be proper, 
therefore, to speak of Agarlcus cam- 
pestrls as the cultivated mushroom, al- 
though it is very probable that in this 
country, as well as In foreign coun- 
tries, several other species of mush- 
rooms will in time be highly prized 
for cultivation. 


The fully expanded plant, or mature 
mushroom, 
of Agarlcus 
campestris. 
Is well known to everyone. 
It consists 
of a centrally placed stalk or stipe of 
from 2 to 6 inches in height, usually 
not more than 1 inch in diameter, and 


on the end of this stipe there Is borne 
an 
umbrella-shaped 
or 
cap-shaped 
portion known as the cap or plleus. 
The diameter and thickness of this 
plleus vary greafly In different races 
or varieties of the cultivated form, and 
also with the conditions of the envi- 
ronment under which it Is produced. 
The general color of the plant varleá 
In the different varieties from an al- 
naost pure white, or cream, to the 
forms which are deep brown, at least 
with reference to the upper surface of 
the cap. 
The stem is usually cream 
or white, and bears on Its upper ex- 
tremity near the cap a ring known 
as the annulus, which annulus forms 
a covering and a protecting layer for 
the delicate under surface of the cap, 
to the edges of which it was attached 
previous to the rapid expansion and 
maturity of the latter. 
The under sur- 
face of the cap Is provided with leaf- 
like or glU-llHeN.proJectIons. reaching 
for the most part froni the stem to the 
periphery of the cap. These are termed 
gills, or "lamellae." 
They are con- 
stantly pink In color In Uie white or 
cream-colored species up to the time 
of (and sometimes even a day after) 
the separation of the ring from the 
cap. 
Subsequently 
these gills 
turn 
brown 
and 
even 
a 
deep 
brownish 
black. 
In the brown variety the gills 
are at first grayish brown, but they 
also become almost black with age. 


Success In mushroom growing de- 
pends on intelligent study of condir 
tions and on experience. 
While many 
American growers have been success- 
ful In the production of mushrooms, a 
much larger number have failed. 
In 
most cases failures have been due to 
one or more of the following causes: 


ranges from 58* to 60° P., with ^the 
best from 55° to 68® F. It Is unsafe to 
attempt 
to grow 
mushrooms 
on 
a 
commercial 
basis, according to 'our 
present knowledge" of the subject, at a 
temperature much less than 50° or 
greater 
than 
63° 
P. 
Any 
severe 
changes of temperature retard growth 
or 
else act 
injuriously, 
and 
many 
changes of temperature would entire- 
ly destroy the profits of the mushroom 
crop. 
From this it is evident that In 
many places mushrooms may not be 
grown as a summer crop. 
With arti- 
ficial heat they may be grown almost 
anywhere 
throughout 
the 
winter. 
Moreover. It is very probable that In 
this country open-air culture niust be 
limited to a few sections, and restrict- 
ed, commercially at least, to a single 
season. 


A second Important factor Is that 
of moisture. 
The place should not be 
very 
damp, 
or 
constantly 
dripping 
with water. 
Under such 
conditions 
successful commercial work is not pos- 
sible. 
A place where It Is possible to 
maintain a fairly moist condition of 
the 
atmosphere, 
and 
having 
such 
capability for ventilation as will cause 
at least a gradual evaporation. Is, by 
general practice and by the most ex- 
tensive experimentation, shown to be 
necessary. 
With too rapid ventllaKon 
and the consequent necessity of re- 
peated applications of water to the 
mushroom t»ed no mushroom crop will 
attain the highest perfection. 


Cellars, caves and abandoned mines, 
or specially constructed houses, are 
used for growing mushrooms, because 
in such places only can the conditions 
of temperature and moisture be best

(1) The use of poor spawn, or of 
spawn which has been killed by im- 
proper storage. 


(2) Spawning at a tempers^ture In- 
juriously high. 


(3) The use of too much

(4) Unfavorable temperature 
dur- 
ing the growing period. 


Mushrooms may be grown in any 
place where the conditions of temper- 
ature and moisture are favorable. 
A 
shed, cellar, cave or vacant space In 
a greenhouse may be utilized to ad- 
vantage for this purpose. 
The most 
essential factor, perhaps. Is that of 
temperature. 
The proper temperature 


regulated. 
Cold is less Injurious to 
mushroom beds than heat. 
The for- 
mer renders the bed for a time unpro- 
ductive; but the latter stimulates the 
spawn to too rapid growth, which is 
usually followed by the production of 
unsalable mushrooms, or by the even- 
tual death of the spawn, supposedly 
by dampln^r oft. 


Mushrooms may often be grown in 
a very simply constructed shed or un- 
used barn which will provide against 
any sudden changes of the tempera- 
ture, and when it is possible to employ 
artificial heat the season for mush- 
room production In such 
structures 
may be greatly extended.

Cellars are very commonly used in 
producing mushrooms for family use. 
Natural or artificial caves are of the 
first 
Importance, however, for com- 
mercial work, since the situation of 
these below the surface will best In- 
sure a temperature throughout almost 
the entire year more or less close to 
|hat which Is desired. 


In selecting caves or cellars one 
should guard against the possibility 
of flooding or of too much seepage 
water during a rainy season. 
Perhaps 
the least satisfactory situation Is the 
greenhouse. 
Under ordinary circum- 
stances it heats up too readily during 
days of warm sunshine, and. unless 
special precautions are taken, it is not 
to be generally recommended for ama- 
teurs. 
Nevertheless, during the fall 
and 
winter 
It is possible 
to 
grow 
mushrooms under the benches or in 
any other unused space with but very 
little outlay of money or labor. 
Cold 
frames may also be used to good ad- 
vantage during the autumn or spring. 
The n?itural caves of this country and 
abandoned coal mines In some sections 
should be further Investigated 
with 
relation to their adaptability for the 
commercial production of mushrooms. 
A thorough study should also be made 
of open air conditions. 


In the construction of special mush- 
room houses any one of a variety of 
plans may be followed, and the selec- 
tion of the style will depend, of course, 
upon its cheapness and eflSclency In 
the particular locality. 


It should be borne in mind 
that 
while there are many methods leading 
to failure there are a number leading 
to success. 
In fact, persons succeed 
in mushroom 
growing 
by 
methods 
which seem absolutely different. 
It is 
essential that the physiological condi- 
tions - of growth be understood, and 
then good Judgment must be depended 
upon. 


In the growing of mushrooms for 
commercial purposes, the beds should 
be constructed of stable manure which 
has 
been fermented or 
composted- 
Many experiments have been 
made 
looking 
to'ward 
the substitution 
of 
other composts or waste products for 
stable manure, but nothing has yet 
been found which may be more highly 
recommended. 
Fresh manure should 
be obtained, and this should Include 
the litter used for bedding the ani- 
mals. 
unless 
the 
latter consists of 
coarse weeds. 
It is a great mistake. 
In a commercial way. to attempt to 
use manure free from straw. 
Again, 
Stable manure which has been well 
trampled is nearly always well pre- 
served. and Is frequently much richer 
than any other kind. 


The manure should be piled In heaps 
about 3 feet deep when well pressed 
down with the fork, and these piles 
may be of considerable extent. 
It 
should be watered until well moist- 
ened throughout, but not drenched. 
In the course of four or five days or a 
week it will be necessary to fork over 
or "turn" the manure. 
A second turn- 
ing will be required usually in from 
seven to ten days, and It may be neces- 
sary to water again if the material has 
suffered considerable drying out. 
If 
well pressed down and merely moist, 
the manure will not burn and. more- 
over. there will be no tendency for a 


tant consideration. It would be well to 
avoid the use of shelves, but where 
the amount of floor space Is an Impor- 
tant factor they may be adopted to 
advantage, although the additional la- 
bor Involved in the growing of a crop 
under such conditions Is an Item to be 
considered. 
When shelves are used 
one should be careful to whitewash 
these after each crop in order to avoid 
the Increased danger from Insect dep- 
redations. 
In 
any 
case, 
flat 
beds 
should be made from 8 to 10 Inches 
deep. 


Ridge beds enable one to get 
a 
somewhat greater surface space In a 
given area, but they are also more ex:- 
pensive so far as the labor of construc- 
tion Is concerned. 
Nevertheless, they 
are very desirable. 


When a bed is in full bearing, the 
mushrooms should be gathered at least 
once in two days, and it is well to 
pick them every day, particularly if 
the temperature Is up to 60° P. or 
more. 
Picking Is Itself an art. and 
the intelligent grower will soon flitd 
that the yield of a bed may be greatly 
lessened by lack of judgment In pick- 
ing. 
To satisfy the general demands 
of our markets at the present time It 
is not recommended to take the but- 
tons; yet if there Is a fancy trade for 
these It should be met. 
Little or no 
gain of weight occurs in the mush- 
room, however, after the veil begins 
to break, so that mushrooms should 
not be left after this time. 
Flat tops 
are a third-grade article, but these, as 
well 
as 
all 
defective 
mushrooms, 
should be sedulously removed from the 
bed every day. 


In picking, grasp the mushroom by 
the cap (a large one by both cap and 
stem), twisting It to remove It easily 
from the soil. Wh<3re the mushrooms

sour fermentation to become estab- 
lished. 
In from fifteen to twenty-one 
days, depending upon the conditions, 
the temperature will begin to fall, the 
violence of decomposition will begin 
to show a subsidence, and the compost 
will be ready for the construction of 
the beds. The bacteria of rapid decay 
will become less and less abundant, 
and flnally, when the beds are pre- 
pared as subsequently described, the 
spawn will be able to grow in spite of 
the bacteria present. 


Mushroom beds are of two general 
types (1) the flat bed. and (2) the 
ridge bed known as the French type. 
In making the former the entire floor 
space may be utilized as a bed, or the 
beds may be arranged in the form of 
tiers or shelves. 
In low cellars or 
caves and Indeed wherever the amount 
of floor space Is not the most impor- 


come up In large united clusters, it 
will be best to cut them, in order not 
to disturb the mycelial connections of 
all. 
Some good growers practice "cut- 
ting" throughout, but the stubs must 
decay and are a source of danger. 
After all good mushrooms from a clus- 
ter have been taken, remove any fleshy 
spawn masses adhering and add fresh 
loam. 


As they are picked, the mushrooms 
are put into shallow baskets and taken 
to a sorting and packing table. 
The 
stems are cut off and any adhering 
loam is brushed from the cap. 
It Is 
true that mushrooms keep somewhat 
better If the stub Is left attached and 
the loam removed by rubbing, but ex- 
cept In special cases this procedure Is 
not to be recommended. 
It is not nec- 
essary to cut the stem oft short, but

Inexpensive and Easily Constructed Flytrap 


A- homemade 
flytrap 
which 
has 
been most effective in barns, near out- 
houses and other places on the farm 
where flies are numerou.?, 
may 
be 
made as follows: 


The bottom frame of the trap is 
made by fitting two flat barrel hoops 
one inside the other so that the inside 
diameter is 18 inches. The upper part 
©f the frame is made In tho same way. 
t)Ut a round board is fitted tightly into

the hoops to form the top. In the top 
board a hole 10 Inches square Is cut. 
Parallel to the sides of this opening 
and about an Inch from them should 
be nailed half-inch strips. 
Into these 
little Jambs should be fitted a screened 
frame, which should be held tightly In 
place by wooden buttons. 


To make the cage, nail 18 or 14 
mesh 
screen 
wire 
24 
Inches 
wide 
around the top and the bottom, and 
wire or solder the lap. so that no flies 
can escape. 
Outside the screen nail 
to the top and the bottom frames at 
equal intervals four 25rinch laths or 
strips of wood, allowing them to pro- 
ject 1 inch at the bottom to form legs 
for the trap and leave an entrance for 
flies Into the cone. 


The cone for a trap of this size 
should be 22 inches high and of such 
diameter at the bottom that it fits ex- 
actly Inside the lower hoop, to which 
It should be closely tacked. 
In mak- 
ing the cone it is easiest to experiment 
with a large sheet of stiff paper until 
a cone of the right slae has been made. 
This paper when cut will be at pat- 
tern for cutting the wire screening. An 
easy way to make this pattern Is to use 
a semicircle of paper with a radius of 
24 Inches. 
It will take about two- 
thirds of such a semicircle to make 
the pattern for a cone of the size de- 
scribed. 


Before inserting the cone, make a 
small 
hole 
at 
the 
point 
or 
apex, 
through which the flies can crawl Into 
the trap. 


To bait the trap, place beneath the 
cone on a flat saucer or a piece of 
board banana skins, sirup, meat or 
other foods which seem to attract flies. 
The flies will fly upward from the b«it 
into the cone and continue until they 
go through the small hole Into the 
cage. 
To remove the flies from the 
cage, scald them and pour them out 
of the opening at the top. 


CUTWORMS. 
WHKKE THE CiRIJBS COME FROM, 


Cutworms are the larvae of 
the 
tvrtet moths. 
Like the moths, they 
jrork at night and hide in the day- 
tfme about an inch below the surface 
if- the ground, under some protecting 
liaterial. 
Cutworms are especially In- 
fellrtous to, crops following tod and in 
j^dens. 
They do most damag* by 
«luting off the plants just above the 
r t n a d . 


The white grubs are 
young of 
the brown May beetles or June bugs. 
They require from two to four years 
to mature. 
The eggs are laid In the 
sod or land growing small grain or 
weeds, and the grubs feed on the roots 
of 
plants. 
They 
do their 
greatest 
damage to hill crops. 


Trapping Moles, Most Effective Way of Freeing Infested Ground 


The common garden mole, which, 
because of its insectivorous habits, is 
in most situations much more benefi- 
cial than harmful. Is a decided nui- 
sance when 
it Invades a 
well-kept 
lawn or a newly planted seed bed. 
Many reports of Its damage to lawns 
are received by the Dept. of Agrl., and 
also frequent complaints of destruc- 
tion of 
potatoes, 
bulbs and 
plants 
which is wrongly attributed 
to the 
mole. 
Damage to plants and tubers is 
generally the work of pine mice or 
meadow mice, usually the former. The 
burrowing habits of pine mice closely 
resemble those of the mole, and they 
frequently use mole tunnels to reach 
growing plants. 
Pine mice may easily 
be killed with poisoned grain, but as 
moles will seldom take poisoned baits 
of any kind, the main dependence for 
destroying them Is traps, and consid- 
erable experience and judgment are 
required to use them effectively. 


The ordinary traps Intended for rats 
and other rodents are useless for tak- 
ing moles. 
Special mole traps, of 
which there are on the market three 
general 
types, are required. 
These 
may be designated as the harpoon, the 
sclssor-jaw. 
and 
the 
choker 
types, 
marked a' b and c. respectively. In the 
acompanying 
illustration. 
Harpoon 
traps are Intended to Impale the mole 
In the soli by spring-driven 
spikes. 
Sclssor-jaw traps are to b« set astride 
the runway to grasp the mole when It 
attempts to pass in either direction. 
The choker trap has a pair of wire 
loops that encircle the burrow when 
the trap is set. 
AH thess traps are

sprung by the same sort of mechan- 
' ism—a trigger pan resting on a de- 
j pressed place in the mole ridge in such 
' a way as to be lifted when the animal 
passes beneath. 
No part of a set mole 
trap should ever be In the runway, as 
Its presence makes the animal avoid 
the obstPactlon by burrowing around 
' or below it. 


A mole trap can be successfully op- 
erated only when set on that part of 
a mole runway which Is near the sur- 
face and has the soli raised Into a dis- 
tinct ridge, newly worked. 
Freshly 
broken soil usually Indicates that the 
tunnel is in use. 
When In doubt, the 
operator may make a small break In 
the ridge and observe whether 
the 
mole repairs It within a few hours. 
In 
placing a trap, one of the stretches of 
the runway that leads In a definite di- 
rection should be chosen rather than 
one of the turns that may not be reg- 
ularly traversed by the mole. 


Before setting the trap. It Is well 
to ascertain the course of the burrow 
by thrusting down a lead pencil or 
stick of similar size. 
The trap select- 
ed should then be lined up with the 
course as nearly as possible; the Jaws 
of the sclssor-jaw type should straddle 
It, the loops ^of the choker type should 
encircle It, and the spikes of the har- 
poon type ehould be directly above it. 
In the case of the harpoon type, it is 
best to force tho Impaling spikes Into 
the ground once or twice to facilitate 
their 
penetrating 
into the 
burrows 
when the trap is sprung. 
It is desir- 
able also, In setting any of the traps, 
to depress only that part of the ridge 
Immediately under the trigger pan, 
using the hand instead of the foot for 
this purpose.

The Scuppemong, the Oldest of American Grapet 


Tho Scuppernong is probably 
the 
oldest 
cultivated 
variety 
of 
native 
American grapes. 
While the place of 
origin cannot positively be stated, ow- 
ing to the age of the variety, it has 
been pretty definitely established that 
It originated in Tyrrell County. N. C., 
before 1760. 
From here it was soon 
distributed over the northeastern part 
of North Carolina and to 
Roanoke 
Island. In this section many large old 
Scuppernong vines are to be found. 
Many of these are known tp be over 
100 or 125 years of age. 
An old vine 
growing on Roanoke Island Is said to 
have been planted by Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh and to be the original Scupper- 
nong. 
Those who have investigated 
most closely the origin of the variety, 
however, adhere to the theory that the 
original vine grew 
wild In 
Tyrrell 
County. In the vicinity of the Scupper- 
nong River. 


From the vicinity of Its origin the 
variety was distributed throughout the 
eastern part of North Carolina and 
waa planted In vineyards ranging in 
sise from a few vines to many acre«. 
Some of these vineyards have been 
steadily enlarged, but many were al- 
lowed to run down. 
From these vine- 
yards the variety was gradually dis- 
tributed over the Coastal Plain and 
Piedmont sections of the southeastern 
United States. 
It 
has steadily 
in- 
creased In popularity and is today the 
leading 
variety 
of 
the 
Muscadin* 
grapes. 


The vine Is productive and vigorous, 
a rank grower, with long, 
slender, 
smooth, yellowish canes, oovered with 
small llght-brown dot« or lenticels. 
It 
thrives 
best 
in 
well-drained 
sandy 
loam soli«. The leaves are always of 
medium sise, cordate, with the margin 
medium serrate. 
In texture the leaf 
Is smooth and rather thin in compari- 
son with other varieties.

is small, having 1 to 15 but generally

measure of devotion to the men of his 
command at the battle of Carrizal when 
he stopped with his lifeless body the 
usefulness of the Mexican machine gun 
which wrought such heavy havoc with 
the handful of American tmops. 


Lem H. Spillsbury, the Mormon guide 
and the only living witness to the fate- 
ful conference between Capt. Boyd and 
Gen. Felix Oomez, 
told 
the story of 
Boyd's heroic death upon 
his 
arrival 
here yesterday 
with 
the 
twenty-three 
negro troopers who were released from 
captivity by order of Venustiano Car- 
ranza. 


With Boyd When He Died. 


"I was beside Capt. Boyd when he 
died," Spillsbury told me as we sat in 
the hot, fly infested ofiSce of iien. Fran- 
cisco Gonzales in Juarez waiting for the 
hour of 3 in the afternoon, when the 
prisoners were marched across the in- 
ternational bridge. 


Spillsbury, wearing 
a white 
canvas 
suit and sailor cap of the same material, 
all contributions from the British con- 
sul at Chihuahua, looked more like a 
weather 
beaten 
longshoreman 
than 
a 
travel worn prisoner of war. 


"We were advancing across the open 
plain, dismounted and in line of skirm- 
ishers," he said. 
"Capt. Boyd's orders 
had been to go to Villa Ahumada. 
He 
told Gen. Gomez that. 


"Gomez' orders had been to prevent 
any movement of ours in the direction 
of Villa Ahumada. 
He told Capt. Boyd 
that. 
That's where the conflict started. 
It was a conflict of orders. 


Moves Forward; Fired On. 


"Capt. Boyd gave orders that no one 
fire until they had been fired upon. Capt. 
Boyd was moving forward several yards 
ahead of the line when the Mexicans« 
opened 
fire. 
The line dropped to 
the 
^ o u n d and gave answer. 


"We were in the open and in a bad 
position. 
The land was absolutely flat 
on tho hard sand. 
No brush, cactus or 
mesquite. 
Just sand and 
flatness. 
The 
Mexicans were firing on us from a posi- 
tion about 200 yards from the edge of 
the town. 


"Their hottest fire came from the cen- 
ter of their line, where the road entered 
the town from the west. 
In the center 
of the road the Mexicans had planted a 
machine gun with several cool men be- 
hind it, and thev were doing some exe- 
cution with their weapon. 


Line Sprayed With Lead. 


"Capt. 
Boyd 
saw 
the machine 
gun 
men spraying his line with lead, just 
like you would play a garden ho.«»e. He 
ordered the squad (frectly behind him 
to jump up when he gave the order and 
follow him. 


"We jumped up all together, 
about 
eight or ten of us, and instantly the 
machine gun and the fire of the rifle- 
men surrounding it appeared to concen- 
trate upon us. 
A bullet kicked my hat 
off and another tore through my sleeve. 
I looked over my shoulder and saw three 
men fall at one time. 


"Capt. Boyd just kept yelling 'Come 
on,' and kept on nmning, 
discharging 
his automatic as he ran. 
There were 
only five of us left when we got within 
twelve feet of the machine gun. 
The 
operator still stuck, and one man 
re- 
mained, feeding the cartridge clips. 


"Capt. Boyd suddenly thrust his arms 
out and fell over backward. He grabbed 
at his shirt and tore at the collar. • 


Body Hangs Over Gun's Muizle. 


"Before 1 could get to him he was on 
his feet again, and staggering on to- 
wards the machine gun. 


"The operator was pointing 
directly 
at him and 
firing. 
Capt. Boyd plunged 
onward, his body extended ahead of his 
feet, like a man staggers forward' to 
prevent falling on his face. 


"He reached the small mrtund of sand 
which had been scooped up in front of 
the gun, the muzzle of which was not a 
foot from him. 
His arms dropped to his 
sides. 
He reeled around once, but in- 
stead of falling backward, fell forward 
and sprawled out on top of the gun. 


"The lower part 
of 
his 
body 
was 
hanging over the gxm's muzzle, but the 
most of hi,", body lay slantwise along 
and across the barrel. 


"At the same time the operator drop- 
ped backward with a shot through the 
head, and the man feeding the clips ran 
five feet and went down. 


"I lifted Capt. Boyd down, but he was 
dead. 
There were several bullet holes 
through his body. 


"I think he covered that last twelve 
feet completely on his nerve. 
I believe 
he was more of a dead man than a livu 
one when he reached the spot when he 
fell forward on the gun. 


"We had the machine gun, buit it was 
useless. 
Only two or three clips of am- 
munition remained, and besides there 
was not enough in our party to hold 
it." 


"Got Five Greasers." 


Corporal Luther Alexander, of Colum- 
bia, Tenn., marched across the bridge 
barefooted and with only his undershirt 
-and 
riding 
trousers. 
He 
had 
been 
wounded in the right 
shoulder 
while 
raising up from his position in 
the 
front file to load and his shoulder had 
been shattered. 


For a sling he \t^ore a belt strap and 
his undershirt was torn away from the 
wound until half of his back was show- 
ing. 
He had no hat. 


"I got five fpreasers, Hhat I know of," 
he said after he had crossed the line. 
"I was firing carefully like the captain 
told us to do. I had shot three slips of 
shells and was just reaching for the 
fourth when something crashed against 
my shoulder like a house had fallen 
upon it and I knew I was hit." 


Archie Jones, of Troop K, was shot 
through the right arm. 
"The fight was 
about over wlien I got hit," Jones said.

Bayoneted to Ground. 


"After they caught me they bound 
me after taking all of my clothes but 
my undershirt from me. 
My wounded 
hand was not bandaged tight, but the 
other hand was and I was helpless and 
remained bound all night." 


As fast as our men fell they were 
bayoneted on the ground," said Trooper 
Harris. 


"We had ridden about 
eight 
miles 
from the Santo Domingo ranch, artd it 
must have been about 7 o'clock when 
the parley started. 
I was on the right 
flank and did not see the start, and do 
not know who started 
firing 
first. 
We 
had seventy-six men, having sent ten of 
our men back to the base for supplies. 
Face Machine Guns. 
"Before we knew it the fighting start- 
ed, and the two machine guns' opened 
up. 
The Me.xicans were spread out in 
the form of a horseshoe. 
One of the 
machine guns was hid behind the irri- 
gation ditch and the other was over 
on oiu- right flank, as if to cut us off. 
I laid down in the road, which gave us 
no protection from the fire. We scooped 
out the dirt with our rifles, but. that did 
not help any. 
Then the firing became 
general and we fought and fought. 


"I thought the battle never 
would 
end. 
I kept up firing until I ran out 
of ammunition. 
I saw the right flank 
swing around and charge, but my or- 
ders were to lay low and get a hit at 
every shot and I did. 
Finally, when 
every man around me had been shot I 
started to throw the pump lock of my 
eun up when a bullet struck me in the 
right arm and I went down. 
We were 
outclassed, so I ran.

on their horses and started after me, 
when I dropped ray six-shooter and sur- 
rendered.

None knew exactly how many 
were killed and none of the negroes said 
they had seen Captain Boyd hit.

FOR FEWEST FIRES 


With less than $100 fire loss, June is 
the banner month of the year on the fire- 
men's record. There were only seventeen 
calls during the past thirty days, which 
is far short of any month of 1916. 


While the official record has not yet 
been compiled, it is estimated that the 
fire loss for the first half of 1916 is about 
$28,000. 
The loss for June is $95.50. 
During May the fire damage amounted to 
nearly $0,000. On the last day of May 
there was a fire which wrought $1,000 
damage to the three-story brick building 
at 1183 Calhoun street. 


Most of the few calls during June are 
marked "smoke" on the register. There 
was $10 damage 
when an automobile

•war unparalleled throughout the ages 
the people of Hungary are fighting for 
humanity. 
The nation is united and 
full of hope and confidence in a final and 
decisive victory over all our enemies. 


What is the aim and scope of all these 
heavy sacrifices of blood and fortune i' 


In Hungary—now I am speaking for 
myself only—a 
better 
social policy, 
•which shall secure for the people the 
means of living at home by honest work 
and so preventing our blood flowing to 
America and being alienated from the 
mother country. 


Abroad—and now I am speaking for 
all Hungary—security for our frontiers

of Russian 
despotism.

We wish only that 
Serbia should learn to respect divine 
law and humane feeling. 


This purely moral position taken by 
vs Hungarians is an OTitgrowth of our 
history. 
Was not the glorious Hun- 
garian revolution of 1848-49 a struggle 
against Serbians and Russians? 
So in 
our people's inmost soul this was the 
continuation of the memorable struggle 
for 
dependence 
and liberty 
fought

It may be that we are in error in not 
suspecting every stranger to be a spy, 
but this attitude, too, had its origin in 
our self-confidence. 


To be heroic in battle and humane at 
home is no watchword with us, but all 
Hungary acts after this unwritten com- 
mand.

RED TAPE CimeS TO 


ITS HOLD III FmE 


Attacks by Late G-en. G-al- 
lieni Did Not Uproot

France was expected to crumble under 
the presBuro of war, but it seems to

•"vrorks, at least in so far as concerned 
'the war department. Evidence comcs to 
light every day, however, showing that 
its principal strongholds are untouched.

!the French call "paperasserie," a inorn- 
[ing paper produces a photograph show- 
iing a roll eight and one-half j-ards long, 
fznade of sheets of. pfiicial paper pasted

SEIZE IMCHl GUNS 
MADEFiTHEAUIES 


Law Invoked to Secure Lew- 
is Invention, Spurned 
When First Offered. 


By FREDERICK M. KERBY. 


Washington, June 30.—After turning 
down the Lewis machino gun, invented 
by Col. Isaac N. Lewis, Uncle Sam is now 
forced to commandecr; the- supply of 
j Lewis guns being manufactured by thf: 
allies in order to supply the troops going 
into Mexico! 


The refusal of the Lewis gun has been 
lianging over £he board of ordnance and 
fortification for j^ears. Col. Lewis vras 
unable to get the army officials to accept 
his 
invention, and -was forced to go 
abroad. 


Now, the Lewis gun is the main reli- 
ance of the allies in the European war. 


Except for machine gtms, the United 
States army is equipped with sufficient 
reserves of arms and ammunition, or 
else has the requisite capacity for quick- 
ly manufacturing the needed munitions. 


But of machinc guns, less than half 
the required number are available. The 
war college specifications call for 12 
machine guns for each regiment. The 
army now has between 1,100 and 1,200 
machine guns and needs 2,500. 


In order to /jet them the ordnance bu- 
reau of the war department has com- 
mandeered the entire supply of machine 
guns being made by three manufacturers 
for the allies. 


They have been ordered to turn over 
the entire product of their factories to 
the army. 
These guns are of 
three 
types; the Benet-Mercier; the Vickors 
Maxim, which are made by the Colt 
company at Hartford, Conn., and the 
Lewis gun, made by the Savage Arms 
company at Utica, N. Y. 


Had it not been for the infiuencoa 
which defeated acceptance of the LeAvics 
gun when its inventor first offered it to 
his own government, the United States 
army might by now liave been fully 
equipped witii these arms.

Belgian Statesman Makes 
Prediction in European 
Situation. 


Rome, June 15.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—A renewed so- 
cialist activity for peace is predicted by 
Jules Destree, socialist member of the 
Belgian parliament from Carleroi. 
Mr. 
Destree has been in Italy for a number 
of months, lecturing and writing on so- 
cialist questions but particularly with 
the view, it is understood, of maintain- 
ing the relations among the socialists 
that existed before the war, to prevent 
the dismemberment of national political 
organizations. 


"There are at present three distinct 
movements among the socialists of Eu- 
rope," said Dr. Destree to The Asso- 
ciated Press, "and these lines are rapid- 
ly being drawn tighter. 
In Italy, in 
France, and in Germany has existed for 
some time those socialists who have sup- 
ported the war and those socialists who 
have held aloof from it, though passive- 
ly. 
The new alignment of the 
three 
movements consists, first, of those na- 
tionalists who are taking an active part 
in supporting the war; secondly, those 
who are in .sympathy with the work of 
the international socialistic bureau, now 
located at The Hague, the officers of 
which are seeking to bring about peace 
discussions, and thirdly, those socialists 
who 
recently 
met 
at 
Zimmerwald, 
Switzerland, and who therefore may be 
termed 'Zimmerwaldens.' 
These latter 
want peace at any price.

"Personally, I belong to the first 
group, the nationalists, who refuse to 
make peace until there is victory by 
arms for somebody. 
If there is a peace 
which -is not brought by arms, then it 
means that armaments 
will 
continue, 
and this would be a misfortune for all. 
As a socialist I cannot but pray for 
lasting peace, no matter what the pres- 
ent sacrifices may be. 


"International peace must be based on 
justice and we cannot have justice so 
long as armaments exist to enforce in- 
justice. 
. 


"The German eocialists might have 
prevented the war if they had considered 
questions of justice rather than that of 
gain. 
The trouble with them before the 
war was that they were always fighting 
about questions of wages, of salaries, 
rather than points of justice, and when 
the war came with a chance of gain to 
Germany they voted for it in the Reichs- 
tag and despite the declaration of the 
socialist congress of Stutgart." 


Regarding the political changes that 
may come after the war, Mr. Destree 
said: 
"There can be none unless the 
Germans are defeated. 
If they are de- 
feated the socialists will certainly work 
in every country to see that war does 
not come again. 


"In France and Belgium, however, and 
probably in other countries at war, the 
old problems of before the war will not 
have the same vitality. 
With Germany 
defeated lasting peace will come easily 
and our immediate 
problems will 
be 
those of reconstruction, of rebuilding our 
fortunes."

(By Morris Ackerman.) 


The most popular fishing sport today, 
and the one indulged in by most anglers. 
Is casting tor black bass. Ho Is found all 
over the country In the little streams, 
rlver-s, ponds, lakes and reservoirs and is 
our most abundant game fish. 


There are two varieties of black bass. 
The large mouth and the small mouth. 
The former :s found In ponds and still 
waters and the latter in fast running 
clear streams. 
Both like clean water and 
feed about the same. 


The small mouth gets the palm on the 
fighting 
game, because he lives in more 
rapid water. 
The mouth extends beyond 
the vertical line of the eye on the one 
and does not on the other. 


For the small mouth get above 
the 
riffles and cast your plugs, spoons or files 
in the pool below. 
If bait casting work 
well around the stumps, logs and rocks 
that lie in the water alons the stream. 


Watch closely for dark spots that you 


may notice 
below the 
surface of 
the 
water. 
Cast around the spots. 


The same applies to fly casting for the 
small mouth. 
In adldtlon it is well to 
use the dry fiy and let it float over the 
riffles. 


Use an ordinary bait casting rod and 
reel, with a soft lino for the plugs and 
spoons. A fly rod of seven or eight ounces 
is good, using either a C or D line, ta- 
piered or level, as you prefer. 
For the 
large mouth it la well to cast from a 
boat.

WOOD WASTE EtITEIIS 
MTOW-MIIIIIIIG 


Steadily Increasing Saving 
Seen in New Plan of 
Paper Makers. 


Washington, June 28.—The use of a 
steadily increasing amount of wood 
waste in the manufacture of pulp is 
indicated by figures compiled by the 
forest service. 
Although the pulp In- 
dustry showed a decline in the last 
year for which complete figures are 
available (1914) on account of the in- 
creasing cost of raw material and gen- 
era! business conditions, more woqd 
waste was used tha|i in any previous 
year. 


Approximately 330,000 cords of waste 
with a value of $1,400,000 were utilized ! 
by 35 of the 200 pulp and paper mills ' 
of Uie United «tates.

up the amount of wood waste used 
will become greater. 


The Canadian pulp Industry has. It 
Is stated, had a vigorous growth dur- 
ing the last few years and the greater 
portion of its product is marketed in 
the United States. An average cost of 
about |6.50 per cord, as compared with 
the 110 and |16 per cord which many 
nianufacturers 
In this 
country are 
paying for pulpwood, is the reason 
grlven for the growth. 


It Is pointed out that the develop- 
ment of the supplies of spruce in the 
national forests in the west and in 
Alaska, together with the abundance 
of cheap water power, will eventually 
attract the. paper industry to locate 
in those regions. Suitable pulp timber 
can be delivered to desirable mill sites 
for the next twenty to' forty years 
at prices of about |2,50 to |4 per cord, 
say experts of the forest service. It Is 
thought that the low price of material 
and power will more than offset the 
'higher freight rates on the product to 
the eastern markets.

Boisterous 
tumult 
interrupted 
the 
routine of the meeting of the city board 
of works Thursday night and almost 
promised 
to 
break 
up 
the 
session. 
Threats of lawsuits, mild profanity and 
wild gestiu-ing were indulged in by two 
members of the group of eight Bloom- 
ingdale residents who appeared before 
the board to protest against the ex- 
tension of Meridian street. 


Members of the works board 
were 
cliaracterined as "swindlers," the pro- 
longing of Meridian street as a 
"big 
nuisance" and the whole procedure "a 
d— outrage" by Charles Rosselot, 702 
Putnam street, who 
waxed 
turbulent 
with his eloquence in condemning the 
project. 
His gestures were menacing. 
His mother, Eliza Rosselot, who lives 
across the 
street from him, said she 
would go into court to stop the procedure 
on the street. 


Jacob Hiser, 734 Putnam street, also 
addressed the board and claimed that 
the new street would ruin the beauty 
of Bloomingdale. 
His principal objec- 
tion was to the fact that the street is 
to be but thirty-five feet wide, whereas 
most Fort Wayne streets are fifty feet 
across. 


All attempts on the part of board 
members to offer explanations were lost 
in abuse by members of the 
visiting 
body. 
Heniy Hilgeman moved that the 
matter of the assessments and benefits 
resulting from the opening of the street, 
from Huffman street to the alley north, 
be confirmed. 
His motion was passed. 
Assessments must be in before the end 
of sixty days or the board will take a 
lien on properties taxed and open the 
street mechanically.

Paris, June 30.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Pess.)—Increased drink- 
ing, resulting from the relaxation of the 
measures limiting hours for the sale of 
liquor to soldiers, and of other restric- 
tions, has been simultaneous with a re- 
vival of crime. 
All soldiers were, until 
recently, excluded from drinking places, 
excepting from 11 to 12 a. m. and from 
5 to 8 p. m. 
Soldiers on leave in Paris 
are now allowed access to wineshops at 
all hours of tlrnlay. 
Since the proprie- 
tors spare themselves the trouble of 
determining whether 
a 
soldier is on 
leave or not, the new rule admits sol- 
diers of the garrison of Paris as well 
as those on leave. 
Drunken 
soldiers 
are to be seen on the streets for the 
first time since the war began and an 
oacasional brawl among the soldiers is 
reported. 


Thefts, burglaries, night hold-ups and 
murders are frequent. 
Three jewelry 
establishments wore rifled in one week, 
one of them losing a himdred thousand 
dollars worth of precious stones and 
jewelry.

Tlie burglars seem to take a malicious 
pride in attacking the homes of public 
men. 
They broke into the apartments 
of Monsieur Malvy, minister of the in- 
terior, who ia the supreme head of the 
French police. 
Then they burglarized 
the home of the former French minister, 
Caillaux. 


This recrudescence of crime is said to 
be largely the work of deserters, many 
of whom, home on leave, were turned 
from their duty by drink and are obliged 
to live in the "under world" to escape 
punishment.

Washington, D. C. June 30.—Mazat- 
lan, Mexico's metropolis of the Pacific 
coast, reported to have been the scene 
of an unprovoked attack upon officers 
and men from the American /ifunbóat 
Ananpolis, is described in the National 
Geographic society's wat geographic bul- 
letin, issued m Washington today: 


"The north entrance to its harbor, 
marked by a lighthouse perched on the 
crest of an eminence called Cerro del 
Crestón, making it one of the loftiest 
guides to navigation 
in the world, 
Mazatlan is the chief entrepot for one 
of the richest mining sections of the 
southern republic. It not only exports 
the gold and silver from its, own im- 
mensely wealthy state of Siñaloa, (es- 
timated by some experts to have the 
most valuable mineral deposits in Mex- 
ico,) but it also handles the ore ship- 
ments by sea of 
Zacatecas and Du- 
rango. 


"The city, which has a population of 
20,000, is situated on a small peninsula 
opposite the bay of Olas Atlas (^igh 
Waves,) and is surrounded by cocoanut 
groves. 
It is a six days' voyage by 
steamship from here to San Francisco, 
the Mexican port being 225 miles east of 
the southern tip of Lower California. 
The distance from El Tajó, due south, 
to Mazatlan, is about th.s ^ m e as fiom 
St. Louis to New Orleans. / 


"The aspect of the territory adjacent 
to Mazatlan is little affec>ed by the 
prosperity of the port. 
The Indians 
live in the same type of huts which they 
have occupied since the Spanish con- 
quest and perhaps for centuries before 
that. 
The strip of lowland along the 
shore has a tropical climate, with an 
abundance of rain. Beyond this verdant- 
margin to the east rises the towering, 
thickly wooded Sierre Madra range, ex- 
tending for hundreds of miles to the 
north and south. 


"Among the rich products of Mexico's 
fertile fields, unaer-sea caves and riven 
hills, which find th^ir way to the out- 
side world through the Mazatlan gate- 
, are rubber, gums, dyewoods, silver, 
(jr, jjold,. lead, pearls, tortoise-shell, 
;d üúi .^wd cabinet woods. The city's 
acturinif activities 
include saw 
otton factories and rope works, 
teen iféars ago Mazatlan was al- 
ipopulated by eJf frightful epi- 
of 
bubonic plague, which sur- 
passed in severity some of the most ter- 
rible ravages of the 'Black Death' in Eu- 
rope during the middle ages. According 
to one authority only 4,000 people out 
of a total of 18,000, were spared, and 
more than 
a 
thousand 
houses were 
burned in an effort to stay the march 
of the disease. 
During the last decade 
sanitary conditions have been improved 
greatly."

Report Shows. 


Washington, Juno 30.—Confidence in 


their ability to maintain tho national 
guardsmen 
called 
into service on 
the 


Mexican border in good general health 
and especially to protect them absolutely 
from typhoid fever, tho dread ot all sol- 
diers, is expressed by the army medical 
officers. 
This belief Is based on the re- 


markable results obtained in tho case of 
regular troops. 


Surgeon General Gorges has compiled 


statistics for the past year showing that 
in the entire United States army there 
were but eight cases of typhoid, a condi- 
tion the more unusual from tho fact that 
the soldiers were scattered around the 
world—in Alaska, along the gulf coast, 
in Panama, in the Philippines, in Hawaii 
and even In China—under all sorts of 
varying conditions of climato and habita- 
tion. 


This result has attracted the attention 


of _Slr William Osier, who has written to 
tho surgeon general congratulating him 
upon what appeared to be an almost im- 
possible task—the practical extermina- 
tion of typhoid fever as a soldiers' dis- 
ease. Not only the typhoid prophylaxis, 


ut the thorough training of the medical 
fficers in sanitation and hygiene, backed 
y sufficient military authority to insure 
he execution of their orders, is held to 
e responsible for this splendid showing.

The medical department of the United States array has just 
en out a statement that is not only highly important but definitely 


reassuring to the friends of the men who have been called from the 
.national guard for active service. Briefly, this statement is to the 
J*ct that the the health of the men will have every possible protection 


, that can .be provided by science, forethought and money. The 


• (rtatement follows: 


"The medical department is prepared through men, material and 


framing to play a thoroughly effective part in the prevention of 
avoidable-disease and the relief of suffering. It guarantees the people 
pf the United States against any repetition of such conditions as oc- 
curred in the Spanish war and those who have sons, husbands and 
sweethearts in the service may feel that the latter will have every 
protection and attention that the latest progress in medical science 
provides and that funds, forethought and training has secured." 


It is still painful to recall some of the conditions that obtained 


during the Spanish-American war in 1898. The repeated and well- 
grounded complaints from many quarters that the army was unpre- 
pared to safeguard its men from disease are well remembered. 
[Without adequate facilities either in men or measures to cope with 
'disease, thousands of soldiers became ill of preventable ailments and 
many of them died. There was the "embalmed beef" scandal that 
also contributed to the deplorable condition that then prevailed. 


/It is gratifying to note the indication that the lesson of 18D8 has 


teen impressively learned and that the army medical department is 
today in position to avoid a repetition of those distressing conditions. 
'As is pointed out by the department vast strides have been made in 
the past eighteen years in controlling diseases among the troops. 
fTyphoid fever, formerly the chief enemy of the soldier's health, has 
been- almost eliminated by the use of serums to prevent it and by a 
jeloser.supervision over water supply and sanitation than was former- 
ly insisted upon. More emphasis in these later years has been placed 
upon ..precaution than upon treatment, and the army health records 
are ,being .pointed to in substantiation of the claim that in this work 
jthe-.United States army medical service has now set a world stand- 
ard. .It is a matter of gratification to be assured in authoritative 
fashion that in point of methods it is now the best in the world, and 
that.in the matter of supplies and facilities for conserving the health 
pf the-soldiers it is the best equipped division of the array.

CITY MANAGERS IN THE MAKING. 


(Indianapolis Stnr.) 


More than fifty cities and towns in 


twenty-four states have the oommission- 
manneer form of government, in-cording 
to the printed report of the proceedings 
of the serond annual convention of the 
City Munapern' association, which has 
just been issued. 


It is significant that a majority of 


the managers are civil engineers with 
municipal experience. 
These men are 


equipped with n definite technical and 
professional training. 
Most of them 


have had experience in municipal ad- 
ministration on the physical side, and 
city management is concerned largely 
with physical matters—the preservation 
and improvement of real property, mu- 
nicipal and private. 


\Vhen the call for city managers came 


the only professional group with well- 
defined experience iu municipal 
affairs 


were the engineers. They were the only 
ones, therefore, whose technical knowledge 
and professional habits of mind at, all 
coincided with the new view of n city 
manager's function. 


If they have been measurably suc- 


cessful in evolving a distinct and efficient 
profession, their results may bo ascribed 
in part., at least from the viewpoint of 
the technically trained man, to the fact 
Hint they were able to professionalize an 
entirely new field. 
At any rate, the 


civil engineers who became city manag- 
ers have smoothed the rough places and 
have pointed the way to a really pro- 
ductive education of a new class of mu- 
nicipal executives.

That sound of a dull and sickening 


Ihud meant neither a murder nor tin au- 
tomobile tire blowout. Much more dis- 
lestrous in fact, for it was the bursting 
(Bound of nn exploding tradition—a tradi- 
tion which has existed since Ilec was in 
Lhia swaddling clothes and Xoah played 
Ararat with the world's lirst collection of 
Hrained but untamed animals.

Circuses meant 
fsawdust. The circus life was. the life of

The successful cultivation of mush, 


rooms In America has not been so 
general as In most of the European 
countries. It Is In Franc* and In Eng- 
land that the mushroom industry has 
b*en best Siveloped. France Is, prop- 
erly speaking, the horn* of the pres- 
tnt mushroom Industry. 
Unusual In- 


terest haa beer, shown !n the United 
States In the growth of mushrooms 
within the past few years, and It Is to 
be hoped and expected that within the 
next ten years the Industry will de- 
velop to the fullest limit of the mar- 
ket demands. 
The latter will, of 


course, be stimulated and developed 
by the increasing popular appreciation 
of this product. 
In some cities and 


towns there Is already a good market 
demand for mushrooms, while in oth- 
ers they may be sold only directly to 
special customers. 
This should be 


borne in mind by prospective growers 


In the United States the term 


•'mushroom" refers commercially to 
but a single species (Agarlcus cam-

pestris) of the fleshy fungi, a plant 


, common throughout most of the tem- 
perate regions of the world, and one 
everywhere recognized as edible. From 
the time of Pliny, and perhaps much 
earlier, this plant has been sought as 
an article of diet, and it has been cul- 
tivated for many centuries. 
In the 


vicinity of Paris It has certainly been 
cultivated In some quantity since the 
Bixteenth century; and. In paintings of 
market scenes by old masters of the 
seventeenth 
century, a basket of 


mushrooms frequently finds a place in 
the composition, thus showing that at 
that time the sale of mushrooms was 
generally recognized in a commercial 
wsy. 


It Is unfortunate that this commer- 


cial use of the term "mushroom" re- 
Btricta it to a single species. 
The er- 


roneous statement is frequently made 
therefore, that there is one mushroom' 
and that all other fleshy fungi are 
toadstools. 
In other cases any edible 


fungus is termed a mushroom, and all 
or the species not usually eaten are 
toadstools. It Is better to consider all 
fleshy fungi as mushrooms and to ap- 
ply special names to species with 
known qualities.

In selecting caves or cellars one 


should guard against the possibility 
of flooding or of too much seepage 
water rturins a rainy season.

-Many experiments have been made 
looking toward the substitution of 
other composts or waste products for 
stable manure, but nothing has yet 
been found which may be more highly 
recommended. 
Fresh manure should 


be obtained, and this should Include 
the litter used for bedding the ani- 
mals, unless the latter consists of 
coarse weeds. It Is a great mistake, 
in a commercial way. to attempt to 
use manure free from straw. Again, 
stable manure which has been well 
trampled is nearly always well pre- 
served, and Is frequently much richer 
than any other kind. 


The manure should be plle-d in heaps 


about S feet deep when well pressed 
down with the fork, and thess piles 
may be of considerable extent.

Trapping Moles, Most Effective Way of Freeing Infested Ground 


The common garden mole, which, 


because of its insectivorous habits, is 
In most situations much more benefi- 
cial than harmful, Is a decided nui- 
sance when .it invades a well-kept 
lawn or a newly -planted seed bed. 
Many reports of its damage to lawns 
are received by the Dept. of Agrl., and 
also frequent complaints of destruc- 
tion of potatoes, bulbs and plants 
which is wrongly attributed to the 
mole. Damage to plants and tubers is 
generally the work of pine mice or 
meadow mice, usually the former. The 
burrowing habits of pine mice closely 
resemble those of the mole, and they 
frequently use mole tunnels to reach 
growing plants. Pine mice may easily 
be killed with poisoned grain,'but as 


will seldom take poisoned baits.

In Hungary—now I am speaking for 


myself only—a 
better 
social policy, 


•which shall secure for the people the 
means of living at home by honest work 
and so preventing our hlood flowing tc 
America and being alienated from the 


, mother country. 
) Abroad—and now I am speaking for 
nil Hungary—security for our frontiers 
and the thrusting hack of Russian 
despotism. 
We Hungarians do not 


dream of conquests. We wish only that 
Serbia should learn to respect divine 
law and humane feeling. 


This purely moral position taken by 


us Hungarians is an outgrowth of our 
history. 
Was not the glorious Hun- 


garian revolution of 1848-4(1 a struggle 
against Serbians and Russians? So in 
our people's inmost soul this was the

The most popular fishing sport today, 


and the one indulged in by most anglers, 
is casting fur black bass. He is found all 
over the country in the little streams, 
rivers, ponds, lakes and reservoirs and is 
our most abundant game fish. 


There are two varieties of black bass. 


The large mouth and the small mouth. 
The former ;s found in ponds and still 
waters and the latter in fast running! 
clear streams. Both like clean water and ! 
feed about the same. 


The small mouth gets the palm on the 


fighting game, because he lives in more i 
rapid water. The mouth extends beyond • 
the vertical line of the eye on the one 
and docs not on the other. 


For the small mouth get above the 


riffles and cast your plugs.TSpoons or flics 
in the pool below. 
If bait casting work I 


well around the stumps, ings and rocks' 
that lie in the water alonj the stream, 
j 


Watch closely for dark spots that you j 


may notice below the 
surface of 
the 


water. 
Cast around the spots. 


The same applies to fly casting for the 


small mouth. In adidtion it is well to 
use the dry fly and let it float over the 
riffles. 


Use an ordinary bait casting rod and 


reel, with a soft line for the plugs and 
spoons. A fly rwi of seven or eight ounces 
is good, using cither a C or D line, ta- 
pered or level, as you prefer. 
For the 


large mouth it Is well to cast from a 
boat. 


Stay out from twenty to forty feet from 


shore and quietly cast into the lily pads, 
weeds, rushes and around the logs and 
stumps as you are punted by. 


If you do not have the halt casting 


equipment use a ccmmo:i cane pole nf 
say eighteen feet, with about the same 
amount of line. 
L'se a treble huc>k troll- 


ing spoon number 2 to 4.
